“He then went to 
the stable hitched up his horse and buggy, as best he could with his 
burned and bleeding hands, the skin peeling off his hands onto the 
harness, and managed to get Mrs. Henry over to the Chase place, 
At this time of writing it is impossible to tell how it will end 
with the parents. Mrs. Henry is terribly burned about her feet, 
legs to her hips, and her hands and arms,.the skin being off these 
parts,.and the flesh loose in some places, and is in a very precarious 
condition. Mr. Henry is similarly burned, perhaps not quite so. 
badly, but sustained bad cuts by the broken glass in addition. 


Several of the citizens motoed out to the Henry place, and the’ 


scene that met their sight will not be easily erased from their 
memories. On the partly burned little cot lay what remained of the 
body of Gracie, there being missing-part of one side, one leg gone 
atid the other a charred bone, both arms gone. On the remains of 
another cot in the other room, where little Wesley had lain, was 
found but a little heap of blackened bones ; no trace of baby Dean 
could be found, only, perhaps, what might have been a piece of the 
skull. It was a sight that would have moved the hardest heart, and 
hushed all to silent reverence in the midst- of such a tragedy and 
sudden desolation and sorrow, and all that it will mean to mother 
and father when the realization of the awful tragedy. that has fallen 
upon them becomes a fact, which, mercifully, for the present they 
are unconscious, under the strain of which sume minds may well 
give way. . 

We understand that as soon as they can be moved Mrs. and 
Mrs. Henry will be brought into town, where they can have every 
care and attention, both Mr. Peck and Mr. I. Deman opening their 
homes for them, but will be taken to Deman home. .

Produces 2,000 Miles of Khaki in 
One Week 


The chiaf argument advanced by 
the enemies of compulsory military 
service is the danger of crippling the 
essential trades of Great Britain, and 
particularly the industries engaged in 
the manufacture of war material. An 
{dea of the tremendous scale on 
which war equipment of every des- 
cription is being manufactured in

Great Britain is found in statistics 
relating to the textile industries in 


Leeds and = other Yorkshire towns 
where mills big and small are work- 
ing night and day. to turn out huge 
quantities of khaki cloth not only 
for the British troops but for tliose 
of the allies as well. The belliger- 
ent troops are now taking to wearing 
khaki and the-other allies are evi- 
dently doing the same, for Irench, 
tussian and Italian officers are often 
seen wearing khaki uniforms of the 
regulation type. 

In one big mill in Yorkshire 2,000 
miles of khaki, about fifty-six inches 
wide, is being woven, dyed and turn- 
ed into 200,000 complete suits ~ for 
soldiers in a week. When the war 
started how and where to get khaki 
and tailors to make it up into gar- 


ments quickly enough to keep pace 
with recruitng and needs of the

Thourands of Enemy 
Aliens in Canada 


Government Census Shows 165,775 
Persons of Enemy Birth 

That there are 165,775 persons of 
enemy birth in Canada, this including 
Germans, Austro-Hungarians and 
Turks, is indicated by a special report 
on Canada’s forcign born population, 
recently issued. ‘The figures, which 
have been compiled from the last cen- 
sus returns are of especial interest 
now that the country IS al War. Moi. 
real possesses 2,601 foreign born Ger- 
mans, Austrians and Turks over twen- 
ty years of age, while there are 609 
people in Berlin, Ont., who were born 
in Germany. 

There are 121,450 Austro-Hungar- 
ians in the Dominion, this nationality 
largely predominating among those of 
alien enemy birt) : 

ete RPG German-born in- 
habitants and 4,768 who were born in 
Turkey or Syria. As regards subjects 
of allied countries, it may be pointed 
out that persons of French birth in 
Canada number 17,619, ofeltalian birth 
34,739 and Russians $9.984. In view 
of the prominent part Bulgaria is 
playing in Balkan diplomacy just 
now, it is of interest that the num- 


ber of Canadian inhabitants of Bul- 
garian birth is fixed at 1,666. That 


unhappy country, Belgium. has 7,975 
of its citizens in the Dominion. 

A curious fact noted is that in the 
city of Westmount only of all Canad- 
ian communities did the foreign-born 
females exeeed the males.

In November, 
the paper was brought out in French 
and Spanish solely; since then it has 
been found necessary to publish it in 
Dutch, Danish, Norwesian, Portu- 
guese, German, Swedish, Italian and 
English. Among the subscribers to 
the funds .f the publication are Prest- 
dent Poincaire, the Academy of Fine 
Arts, the Academy of Natural Science 
and many other public bodies and 
private individuals.

‘Members of the Dauphin 
County Board of Poor ‘Directors, 
Pennsylvania, have annouonced that 
caring for the victims of the liquor 
traffic costs Dauphin county, includ- 
ing the city of Harrisburg, more than 
five times ag much as the revenue 
receives from the business. The reve- 
nues of the city and county from the 
liquor business amounts to $34,315.00, 
while the two governments spend 
$186,000.60 in partially remedying the 
harm that liquor does.” 

‘Professor Longacre of Washington, 
D.C., speaking at Atlantic City recent- 
ly, said: “The liquor traffic is a reve- 
nue consumer. Jt takes five times as 


the breweries and distilleries.” 
From # government report we find 


in the breweries and distilleries. We 
also Jearn that there is one person 
employed in useful industries for 
every $2,582 invested. From these 
figures anyone can prove that the 
hundred million dollars spent in 
drink would give employment to cight 
times four thousand six” hundred and 


‘eighty-eight. And if you add to thisthe 


amount invested in liquor manufac. 
ture, the sum total would give em- 
ployment to nearly twelve times the 
number of men employed in the 
breweries and distilleries. In every 
way the liquor traffic is the enemy 
of labor, a burden on the sober man 


iand a menace to the nation. 


Give 
the people the plain, unvarnished 
facts and they will soon settle this 
question, Jsveryone can help in this 
fight against an enemy worse than 
the Germans, by taking the “Pioneer” 
or any other temperance paper, and 
when he has read it, handing it to his 
neighbor.—H. Arnott, M.B., M.C.P.S.

to the men of another company for 
their use, It was said to be quite a 
common thing to find two letters 
from one man to two lady friends 
with no difference except in the ad- 


dress. 
“One censor passed a letter which 
said, “I am enclosing five shillings 


with this but I must tell you that it 
has to go through the censor’s hands.’ 
The censor testined on a corner of 
the letter, ‘The censor has withstoed 
the temptation.’ ”

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter section 


of available Dominion land = in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must appsar 
in person at) the Dominion Lands Ageney or 
Sub-Ageney for the Distriet. Bantry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Ageney (but not 
Sub-Agency), on eertain conditions. 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and eultva- 
tion of the land in each of three years, A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
ona farm of at least 80 acres, on certain conditions. 
A habitable house is required, except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity, 


In certain districts # homesteader in good standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six ybars 
after earning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation, Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.09 per acre. — Duties--Must reside 
six months in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $390.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
nay be substicuted for cultivation under certain con- 
ditions.

Military 
experts both in this country 

and Europe agree that the British and 
French forces, alded by their Italian 
allies, will score one of the most de- 
cisive victories of the war at this point 
and thereby be placed tn a position to 
give more ald to Russia by keeping the 
huge armies of the cgar adequately 
supplied with ammunition and = also 
providing an outlet for the immense 
Russian crop of grain, now in such 
great demand al) over the continent of 
Europe. 

Constantinople finds herself more 
serlously menaced than tn all her 462 
years of Turkish rule. Not that she 
has not been besieged and threatened 
during that :time, for indeed besieging 
Constantinople elther on the field of 
battle or in the subtler precincts of 
diplomacy has always been the sport 
of kings, s 

More than once In the last century 
the besiegers were practically in sight 
of the city, and in the Balkan war the 
residents of the city paused in the 
course of their daily avocations to Isten 
to the roar of the enemies’ guns in the 
distance. But always before something 
had happened to save Constantinople. 


First Recorded Siege. 


The first recorded siege tn the long 
list that the city has undergone was 
about 170 A. D., when Septimus Se- 
verus‘contended with Pescennius Niger 
for his position as Roman emperor in 
the east. The fortifications of Byzan- 
tium were famous throughout the 
world, all the scientific means of de- 
fense then known were at her com- 


| 

mand, and her navy, manned by skill- 
ful, brave seamen, was feared by every 
other country. For three years she 
sustained the slege and only when the 
ravages of famine becamo so horrible 
that the weaker became food for the 
stronger did she finally yield to her 
Roman captors. From then until her 
capture by Constantine In 324 A. D. the 
city was without a strong government 
and suffered frightful hardships. 

The first siege of the Saracens, about 
678, brought with it a new and terrible 
means of defense, Greek fire, the most 
destructive agent then known to man, 
It could be projected on objects elther 
near at hand or at a distance and 
would burn on water or on stone as 
readily as on substances that could be 
themselves {gnited, 

This was the first great siege of the 
Moslems. ‘The second came about a 
hundred years later. Eighteen ships, 
mostly manned by Christian slaves, 
were sent out to prevent ald from 
reaching Constantinople, while 180,000 
foot soldiers besieged the walls. The 
siege lasted eighteen months. Only tive

and only the barest remnant of the 
great army ever reached Damascus, 
Sovereigns Accumulated Wealth. 

As the centuries went on Constanti- 
nople grew slowly weaker, though the 


authoritative: accounts of its riches 
during the tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
centurles sound Hike the tales of a ma- 
gician. Its customs revenues alone 
amounted to 20,000 pleces of gold daily, 
and In spite of the great cost of keep- 
ing the armies on a constant war foot- 
ing, of building splendid public edifices, 
of supporting a luxurious court and a 
magnificent church, the sovereigns ac- 
cumulated vast personal wealth which 
was estimated in tons of pure gold.

with ‘the fourth crusade was one of 
the romantic incidents in its history. 
The crusaders were called on to oust 
a pretender and restore the rightful 
heir to the throne. Aided by the Ve- 
netians they at once set about the 
siege of Constantinople. In the spring 
of 1203, 440 vessels carrying 40,000 sol- 
diers sailed up the sea of Marmora to 
the very walls of the city. 


The capture of Constantinople by the 
Turks was not a sudden thing. , The 
Turks were established in Europe with 
a capital at Adrianople before they 
ever laid slege to the greater city. In 
1347 the Christian emperor made terms 
with the Moslem ruler by giving his 
daughter {n marriage to Orchan, son 
of Othman, the founder of the ruling 


PROMINENT AND CULTURED MEXICO ADRIFT ON A SEA OF REVOLUTION 


REQUENT clashes which have 
recently occurred on the Mex- 
ican border indicate that big 
things are soon to happen in 

our troublesome neighbor. It is ad- 
mitted on all sides that the acute dip- 
lomatic situation with European pow- 
ers has delayed the action necessary 
to restore order. 

An insight into the actual conditions 
existing {n Mexico is interesting now. 

Cultured Mexico {s adrift on the 
world’s sea! No longer have the seats 
at the marble topped tables outside the 
fashionable Chapultepec cafe In Mexi- 
co City educated and refined occupants, 
Zapata and his band of savages have 
driven the last native Mexican of 
breeding out-of Mexico City. Those 
not ejected by Zapata were hurled 
forth by Carranza, including the Bra- 
gilian and Guatemalan ambassadors, 

Instead of being in Mexico, these pol- 
ished dons are now scattered every- 
where, many impoverished, a few in 
comfortable circumstances. Let us 
glance over a few of these distinguish- 
ed exiles. 

In Spain we find Diego Redo, Floren- 
cio Norlega and Luis R. Creel at Ma- 
drid; Gumercindo Enriquez and In-

dynasty. A condition of this bargain 
provided the first Moslem outrage in 
the Christian city, when Orchan sold 
his Christian prisoners in the market 
place of Constantinople. Men, women 
and children of all castes were exposed 
naked and sold into a terrible bondage. 

This is the ‘last time that the city 
was ever actually captured by an in- 
vading host. Constantinople has been 
often besieged since then, though not 
after the medieval fashion, but it has 
never since fallen. 

How Turks ‘Took City. 

The circumstances of the capture of 
the city by the Turks have never been 
forgotten or forgiven by the Christian 
peoples of southeastern Europe.- The 
sultan had promised his soldiers thati 
when they entered the city he would 
peserve for himself only the walls and 
the public buildings. Everything else, 

eople and treasure, was to be theirs. 

Waiting for them in and about the 
church of St. Sophia the invaders found 
a multitude of Christians, 20,000 of 
them, waiting with sublime faith the 
miracle that would deliver them from 
the Moslems, 


More than once during this time was 
Constantinople threatened by force; 
more than once was the Dardanelles 
passed by unfriendly warships, but not 
a single time did the city actually sus- 
tain other than a diplomatic siege. In 
1807 an English fleet under Admiral 
Duckworth entered the Dardanelles 
and appeared before Constantinople, 


but the Turks entangled the admiral in 
diplomatic negotiations, at the same 
time hurriedly strengthening their for- 
tifications unti! he was obliged to re- 
treat beyond the Dardanelles, and Con- 
stantinople was saved. ; 

In 1829 Constantinople was serlously 
threatened by Russian land forces, but 
cot until 1878 did Russia actually ap- 


—— 


proacn tne goal of her ambition, Not 
until her soldiers were actually in sight 
of Constantinople did the sultan accept 
her proffered terms of peace. 

From 1878 until 1912 Constantinople 
was not menaced by an enemy. But 
in the fall of 1912 the Balkan allies, 
after a series of amazing and dramatic 
victories, swept over the plains ~ of 
Thrace and attacked the defenses of 
Tchatalja, practically the last defense 
of the city. What the disorganized 
Turkish armies would have done alone 


‘cannot be guessed, but they had their 


old ally, diplomacy, on their side, as 
well as the dread cholera which at- 
jtacked the Bulgarians and Turks alike.

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Britain's Battle Flag 


| evotiition of the Flag of Freedom on 
Which the Sun Never Sets 
The ancient Britons, conquered by 
Julius Caesar, fought unger stand- 
ards onvwhich were displayed the 
figures on animals and pirds common 
to various sections of their country. 
Among these were the bea, the wild 
boar, the vulture, the raven, the 
black eagle, the cormorant, the woll; 
the stag and even the ram. 
There were, of course, no ‘silk 
standards in those days, the material 
used for these flags being woollen 
cloth or leather. Caesar sent a num- 
ber of British banners to Rome after 
the conquest of Brifain. 
In 1000 A.D. a standard bearing 
a raven was unfurled in England by 


the conquering Danes; in 1087 the 
ensign of William Rufus bore the 


effigy of a young cagle lJooking the 
sun in the face, with “f! endure it” for, 
a motto. 

In 1606 the first British Union 
Jack, combining St. George’s and St. 
Andrew's cross and symbolizing the 
lunion between [Englaifd and Scotland, 
was decreed by King James the Sixth 
of Scotland and First of Iéngland. In 
1801, when Ireland was united to the 
empire, the cross of St. Patrick was 
added to those of St. George and St. 
Andrew, thus forming the trinity 
crosses which constitute the meteor 
Hilag of England, on’ which the sun 
jnever sects.

Allies Must Carry the War Into Ger- 
man Territory to Secure Victory 

Belgium is almost completely under 
the hee] of Germany, and a large part 
of France hag passed temporarily into 
her control. lif answer to all sugges- 
‘ions of peace from German sources 
it is said that so long as a German 
soldier remains in Belgium oy France 
or Poland the allies will continue the 
fight. The inference that the allies 
will have accomplished their task 
when they restore the European situ- 
tion as it existed in August, 1914, 
must be repudiated. They will not be 
iSatisfied with driving back the in- 
vaders. They are determined to do 
some invading on their own account. 
If they were to lay down their arms 
without carrying the war into Germinan 
territory, the tremendous struggle 
would have ended in a sort of draw, 
and, reviewing the situation today, 
a draw for Germany would be a vic- 
tory, or at least the nearest approach 
to a victory that she can hope for. 
Probably the allies would not: be will- 
ing to sacrifice the lives of a hundred 
thousand men for the mere senti- 
mental satisfaction of marching into 
Berlin, but if they were faced with 
this alternative, it, would mean that 
aermany had not keen utterly crush- 
ed, and utterly to crush Germany as 
a military power is something that 
Britain, France, Russia and the Brit- 
ish colonics are absolutely determin- 
ed upon. 

There. may be some difference of 
opinion as to whether reprisals should 
be nade, whether Germany should be 
dealt with on her cwn soil as she has 
dealt with Belgium and. France; but 
this difference of opinion will> disap- 
pear if Germany keeps up her present 
campaign of frightfulness, destroying 
through pure devilishness, historic 
landmerks, dropping bombs upon un- 
defended cities, and muriering help- 
less non-combatants upon the high 
seas. Arnold) Bennett, who admits 
that personally he is against a policy 
of reprisals, says, after viewing 
1 Rheims and Arras. that he would give 
a year’s income,to see Cologne in the 
same ruins. If the war is not carried 
j to some Germay cities ag the Ger- 
mans have carried the war to historic 
French and Belgian cities, the lesson 
of the war will not be burned into the 

rrman peopie; and unless this les- 
con ig-dranded upon them it will have 
jbeen @ failure from the point of view 
of future civilization.—Toronto Mail

known as Baffin Island, which in 1916 
will be recognized as a Canadian pos- 
session. This newly-discovered land, 
which is located in the Arctic archi- 
pelago, about 2,500 miles from Que- 
bee, comprises 500,000 acres of terri-, 
tory as extensive as France and Italy} 
combined. The only casualty reported 
by Captain Bernier, wag the loss of 
one life, a German, who while taking 
photos of the islands, wandered too 
far away from the Eskimo settlement 
and was lost. 

Altogether the trip was successful 
in) every way and brings to a close 
Captain Bernier’s fiftieth year of life 
on the water.

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Canadian Cattle for France 


Beginning of Trade Which Will be 
Built up Between Canada and 
Europe 
According to the Weekly Bulletin 
of the department of trade and com- 
merce, 1,021 heads of Canadian cattie 
have arrived in France. This is a be- 
ginning of the importation by France 
of 160,000 live cattle that will be re- 


jobtained through the sending of per-| quired to keep up the stock of the 


country which is being depleted by 
war conditions. Arrangements have 
been made whereby [France is to re- 
ceive from England 20,000 tons of 
frozen meat. In addition to this, there 
will be required from thirty thousand 
to forty thousand head of cattle to 
feed the army. The report says, “In 
connection with the import into 
France of Canadian cattle, it is in- 
teresting to note that 1,021 -heads of 
Canadian cattle have already arrived 
at Saint Nazaire, all of which have 
given the utmost satisfaction in every 


respect. The French government 
and the parliamentary agricultural 


committee were both represented at 
the post of Saint Nazaire, where the 
Canadian cattle arrived, and every- 
one was greatly impressed with the 
quantity of the animals imported 
from Canada, and especially of the 
favorable conditions under which the 
transportation of these aninfals was 
carried out.” 

This is only a beginning, however, 
of the stock trade which will be built 
up between Canada and the Eur- 
opean countries. After the war is 
over France, as well as the other 
countries now engaged’in war, will re- 
quire many cattle to restock the 
farms and = ranges which have be- 
come depleted. We = shall probably
